Interstate Commerce Act. 

Mr. Knox points out the ineffectiveness 
of the interstate commerce act in reach- 
ing unlawful concessions in railway 
rates and goes on to say: 

“This casus omissus of the act to regu- 
late commerce should be supplied by im- 
pesing a penalty upon the incorporated 
carrier and beneficiary alike, and the 
right of the courts to restrain such prac- 
tices at the suit of the United States, a 
right not, settled and now’ vigorously 
challenged, should be made certain. 

“It should be made unlawful to trans- 
port traffic by earrtérs subject to the act 
to regulate commeree at any rate 
than such carters’ published rate, and all 
who participate in the violation of such 
law should be punished.

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Liquors at Athens Will Fyeafter Be 


Purchased by Commissioners. 

Athens, Ga., January 6.—(Spectal.)—The 
law recently passed by the legislature 
relative to the Athens dispensary has 
gone into effect and several changes at 
that institution have resulted therefrom. 
Mayor J. F. Rhodes, Chairman Thomas 
P. Vincent. of the county commissioners, 
are by virtue of their offices ex-officio 
members of the dispensary commission. 
The liquors will hereafter be purchased 
by the commissioners instead of by the 
manager, as heretofore. Manager M. C. 
Johnson, who has held that position 
since the organization of the dispensary 
in 1891, at a salary of $1,200 per annum, 
now becomes cashier, at a salary of $1,400 
per annum, while A. L. King, who has 
also been with the dispensary several 
years, has been placed at the head of 
the sales department at a salary of $0, 
an inerease of $100. An assistant to Mr 
King, at a salary of $600 per annum, will 
be selected Thursday. 

During the year 1901 the sales at the 
Athens dispensary amount*d to $93,000. 
while for the year 1902 the sales amount- 
ed to $113,000, an increase of $20,000. The 
profits for 1901 were a little over $15,000; 
for 1902 hey were $22,966.27. This increase 
in the Dusiness of the dispensary is di- 
rectly attributable to the great increase 
in population in the city of Athens during 
the past year.

The city's share is converted 
into the treasury and expended for gen- 
eral purposes, while that going to the 
county is paid over to the county board 
of education and used solely for the main- 
tenance and improvement of the schools 
outside of the city of Athens.

He 
was born in North Carolina, and start- 
ed life on a capital of $l. He rapidly 
accumulated Wealth, and was one of the 
richest men in South Carolina. His for- 
tune is variously estimated, the report 
being made today that he left property 
yalued at more than $2,000,000, 

Mr. Williams was prominently iden- 
tified with many of the educational and 
charitable institutions itn Charleston. 
During his long business career he had 
no less than fifty partners, and, in thre 
time, is sald to have divided $21,000,090 in 
profits. 

Mr. Willlams left two sons and two 
daughters, one of whom is Mrs. Pat- 
rick Calhoun, of Cleveland, Ohio, for- 
merly of Atlanta. His second wife, who 
survives him, was Miss Martha Porter, 
daughter of John W. B. Porter, of Madi. 
son, Ga. He owned valuable property 
at Nacoochee, Ga. 

The one thing In his commercial life from 
which Mr. Williams realized the greatest 
satisfaction was the manner fn which he 
had saved the fortune of Daniel Hand. 
his ante-bellum partner, who was com- 
pelled to abandon all that he had tn the 
south when the war began and return to 
the north.

$700,000 in return for the property, which 
had been left under his administration.

Twen'y-tvo Witnesses Tell Tales 
Of Persecution to Arbitra- 
ton Board, 


DEPUTY SHERIFFS PAID 
BY THE MINE O° ERATORS 


This Statement Surprised Chairman 
Gray, Who Said That It Was an 
Un-American Method—Pres- 
ident Mitchell as Cross- 
Examiner. 


Philadelphia, Pa., January 6.—Twenty- 
two men, all but one of whom were em- 
ployed in and about the coal mines, ap- 
peared before the anthracite coal strike 
commission at its first sessions in this 
city today and recited the oft-told tales 
of persecution they and others undérwent 
during the late coal strike because they 
to work rather than join the 
strikers. The single exception was 
Charles H. Schadt, of Scranton, the sher- 
iff of Lackawanna county, and his pres- 
ence on the stand under the cross-exami- 
nation of President John Mitchell, of the 
miners’ union, proved to be the principal 
feature of the day's proceedings. A state- 
ment from his attorney to the effect that 
according to the Pennsylvania law the 
counties do not pay deputy sheriffs sum- 
moned at the request of the companies, 
but that a company is obliged to pay for 
protection when it demanded it, surprised 
Chairman Gray, who, as he straightened 
himself in his chair, said- 


“I am not familiar with such an un- 
American law. When the county or the 
State relinquishes the duty of: maintain- 
ing and protecting life and property and 
keeping the peace, then they are open to 
criticism.”’

Reign of Terror. 

Sheriff Schadt also stated that he would 
not say there was a general state of law- 
lessness in his county, but that there 
was a reign of terror in some localities. 
The appearance of Mr. Mitchell as cross- 
examiner created considerable surprise, 
as it was the first time he had attempted 
cross-examination to any extent. 

Lyman Croop, of Plymouth, near 
Wilkesbarre, a 69-year-old mine worker, 
was also an interesting witness. He told 
of having *been beaten on several occa- 
sions while on his way to work and of 
: having complained to Justice of the Peace 
Philip Walters, of Plymouth, for protec- 
| tlon, but without success. 

While the entire day was taken up jin 
hearing the stories told of intimidation, 
_ boyeotting and personal violence, the

Such a 
law is entirely constitutional and [casi- 
ble from the police standpoint, looking 
upon strikes as injurious to the public, 
harmful to society and destructive to 
life and property.

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NINE MONTHS’ SCHOOL TERM. 


‘ Clarke County Board Also Consoli- 


dates Weak Schools. 

Athens, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—The 
county board of directors of Clarke coun- 
ty at its session took a step that places 
the county ahead of any in the state as 
regards common school education and 
probably puts her in the lead in the en- 
tire country | 

A resolution was passed by the board 
establishing a nine-months’ schoo] term 
in Clarke county. Hitherto the rural 
schools here have run only six months. 
This step by the board of education puts 
them on a par with the city school sys- 
tems, and gives the children in the rural 
districts of Clarke ccunty as good facili- 
ties as to course of study, trained teach- 
ers and length of term as the children of 
the city enjoy. 

In the interest of still further develop- 
ment of the rural schools and in order 
to make them still more efficient, the 
board decided upon the consolidation of 
several of the weaker schools and from 
the consolidatién will come larger, more 
effective and more satisfactory schools, 

The board also authorized the estab- 
lishment of night schools at Princeton 
and Georgia factories fcr the benefit of 
those children who cannot attend school 
during the day. The night school at 
Georgia Factory has been in operation a 
few weeks, and has over thirty scholars 
in attendance. It is already doing a 
great work among the factory children. 
The night scnool at Princeton will be es- 
tablished in a few weeks. 

The county board of education of Clarke 
county and County Superintendent of 
Education Thomas H. Dozier have been 
quite active in their efforts to improve 
the schools of the county and have suc- 
ceeded in making 32 model system of 
them.

London, December 2%7.—Because_ the 
Strand. konwn for many years 4s 
“the busiest street in the world,” 
has become so uncommonly busy 
that at some points it is almost 
impossible to get from one side of it to 
the other. it has been suggested that the 
famous thoroughfare be bridged—like a 
' river,,;a ravine, or anything else that it 
is difficult to cross. It is a sort of make- 
shift until the present indescribable con- 
gestion of London streets is somewhat 
relieved by the many underground elec- 
tric railways now being built here with 
American capital. 

The proposed bridge, if built, will cross 
' the Strand at Wellington street. Water- 
|;loo bridge. ever which a continuous 


~ Stream of pedestrians and vehicles pours 


lal! day long, lies just on the other side. 
As matters are at present, the traffic in 
the Strand, and the traffic in Weilington 
street, coming from and going to Water- 
| loo bridge, have to take turns in stop- 
ping. First, the police have to hold up 
all the omnibuses an@ cabs and drays 
and people in the Strand to let the Well- 
ington street traffic get by. and then all 
the omnibuses from Waterloo station and 
vegetable wagons and costers’ carts and 
people bound for Covent Garden market 
ae to stop in order to leave the Strand 
ciear, 

Sir John Wolfe Barry, the famous civil 
engineer who congeived the idea of bridg- 
ing London: streets, says that the time 
lost is worth millions of dollars. He has 
collected some remarkable statistics re- 
garding the way London traffic is delayed. 
By actual count he has discovered that 
in London's four busiest streets every 
week day 15,650 omnibuses, 14,900 cabs and 
carriages and 9,700 carts are held up for 
a ‘longer or shorter time because the 
roadway is so crowded they can’t go for- 
ward. He says that these delays cost 
London over $10,000,000 a year. 

That is a huge sum enough, 
mere annoyance caused by all 
lays to the people of London is great 
enough at present, put they are almost 
| insignificant compared with the money 
j Same will be lost and the vexation that 
| will be suffered in a few years if the 
| town keeps on growing at its present 
| rate. The underground railways, with 
which the soil under the metropolis is now 
| being honeycombed, will lighten the crowds 
of pedestrians in the streets, but uunless 
they drive the omnibuses out of business 
altogether, they will not relieve the con- 
gestion of the traffic much. It looks,as 
if Sir John Wolfe Barry’s scheme was 
the only remedy for the trouble, and it 
is to be hoped that he will be allowed .to 
bridge the Strand as he wishes and that 
the innovation will be such a success 
that eventually all the other crowded 
Streets will be bridged, too.

No other European country fs devoting 
as much attention to training young men

The success of 
these laboratories has been enormous, 
In the year when they were started only 
ninety-four analy8es were made. while 
in 1901 the record was 28.856.
